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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: (1 ) Applicant traverses the application of the 
Vedula reference against claim 1 by merely highlighting portions of the claim. Highlighting portions of a clajm is not an argument. The 
final office action already correlates all the features of claim to the Vedula. Highlighting portions of the claim does not give any indication 
as to how this correlation is incorrect. (2) The arguments regarding non-functional descriptive material are not correct. The tern "non- 
functional descriptive material M is defined in MPEP 2106.02. It generally refers to information which does not alter the functionality of the 
system containing that information. Hence the term "non-functional". Such material is considered by case law to have been obvious to the 
person of ordinary skill. See the discussion of In re Gulack in the final office action.
